Hello,  my  name  is  Genevieve  Arcand.  I  am  15  years  old,  but  I  will  be  16  soon.  I  live  in  Quebec,  in  Shawinigan.  My  town 
is  situated  halfway  between  Montreal  and  Quebec.  I  have  two  brothers,  one  older  and  one  younger. 

Quebec  and  Ontario  may  be  two  provinces  close  in  geography  but  there  are  many  other  differences  between  the  two.  When 
I  arrived  here  in  September,  I  not  only  had  to  live  in  a  new  home,  but  also  go  to  a  new  school,  a  home  and  school  completely 
different  from  mine  in  Quebec.  To  begin  with,  I  had  to  find  which  grade  I  belonged  in  here  because  in  Quebec  our  school  system 
is  in  "secondaries".  I  finally  discovered  that  my  secondary  4  corresponds  with  your  Grade  11.  After  that,  there  was  your  timetable 
for  each  day.

Your  sports  are  the  same  as  at  my  school,  volleyball,  basketball,  badminton, 
soccer,  track  and  field  but  with  the  exception  that  we  don't  have  football  or  cheerleading.  When  speaking  of  parties,  my  school 
does  not  have  dances  like  SCITS  because  the  students  prefer  to  have  house  parties.

Despite  all  the  differences,  I  was  very  happy  with  my  stay  at  SCITS.  The  teachers  and  my  friends  helped  me  a  lot  to  learn 
English  and  to  appreciate  my  exchange.
